March 81, 1848, shows n startling decrease as
compared with that of the previons year, As
will be seen from our tables of receipts and
shipments, the imports were 25 224,463 busliels
for 1807-68, apaiust 33,920,602 busheis for 1860-
67, This reat fulling ofl is sontirely to be attri-
buted 1o the partinl tnilore of the erop in 1808, in
consequence ol the frost wnd heavy ralus io the
farl or that year, The cropin 1867 was not so
heavy g expecied, The epring ratus aod hich
waters ju the lower parts of this State, Indiana,
and lown washed out a good deal ol the ¢arn
that had just been planted, The summer aad
fall montbs were, however, excesdingly propi-
tious. The weather was dry and clear nutil
very Inte in the fall, with perleet immunity from
enrly 1ros The receipts ol new cora doring
the post winter were larger than ever balore,
and o point of goality very sutisfactory. The
shipmepts show alko a proportionate decrease,

A BULGARIAN BANDIT.

A Bemsationnl Romance of the Orimenn
War,

The followlog interedting slory, which reads
lke u sepsational romance, is told in.the Pai
Ma'l Gazelle:—

‘‘Doring the Orimean war 8 body of Polos,
known 08 ‘The Cossacks of the Saltup,' was
attacbed to the Turkish eontingent. - Toia corps
wis retaiped as part of the Turkish army alter
the digsolution of the comtingent, and has res
cently been statioued in Bolgatin, where it Las
done goud service in chieeking the depredations
of a formldable bandit named Koushichou
Oilou, who has for some time acted in eonnee-
tion with the Ipsurgest agitators on the other
gide of the Dapuhe, and {2 said to bave nkeu
prominent part in the revolatiouary expedition
which lately entered Bulgarin from the Danu-
blan Principalities, An sccount of the history
und wiveotores of th's bandit, interspersed
with valuable information on Bulgarian life
aud character, has been coutributed to the
Keowe Conlemporaine by Madame Carohine
Suchodolskn, the wite of an officer in the
‘Cossacks of the Sultan,’

“Muny years neo, when Koushtchoun was a
youug wan, his personal beoguty nnd skill in all
mhlete exercises mude hym o wuiversal fas
vorite, sud the village girls used all their arts
to attruct bim, His choice lell on s beaatiful
waiden named Mitza, whase parents, poor but
respectuble peasants of an wdjomuog village,
fully approved his suit. All weut weil jor a
time, and preparations were wiade for the be-
trothul of the young couple, but untoriuunstely
Koushtchou waus called sway to a distunt dis-
triet on business, and Mitza went with her
fathier to work in a tield b-longing to a wealthy
Turkish pasha in the newghborhood. Tue pasha,
[ strick with her besoty and inooceuce, purdned
ber with his attentions, and the untortuna‘e
girl was oo dagzled with his brilliant promises
to mnke much resistance, The pashw’s passlon
was short-lived, and be soon abandoned her.
Meanwlitle Koushitchou, having earned a sufli-
clent sum to euable him to mursy,returncd to his
village and claimed the hand of his betrothed.
Mitza, copeecious of her gaut, but dreading to
contesg it, made no objection to her lover's pro-
pusal, aud the ceremony of betrotnal, which in
Bulguaria is beld to Ye nlmost us binding s that
of marrinez, was pertormed in the presenge of
all the principal people of the village, But she
could pot long conceal her disgrace, The con-
sequences were terrible,  Her father died of
sbhume and griel; she became a manine, and &till
wianders about the Lills, an object of fear and
adoration to the superstitious peasants, who
look upon idivts s sacred; and Kouschichou
fled 1o the mlle, vowlng vengeance against the
Turks, Bince then he has led the life of a sort
of Bulgaridan Fra Iiavolo. Accompunied by a
devoted band of followers, he scoured the
whole country, killiug every Turk he met, and
imposing contributions on his countrymen to

support, him o s lawless porsuaits,  His
popularity among the wowen contributed
gréatly to the impunity with which he
carriad  on  his depredations, ln every

village there was a pirl who neted as hos accoms
lice, iolorming bim whenever a rich Turk
ippened to be passing throueh, snd warping
bim against the approsch of the troops., He
soon obtwmned soch a reputation among the
villagers that they never thought of resisting
Ll demandg for food, clothing, or money for s
band, especially ns it was kuown that he appro-
priatedga considerable proportlon ot hig booty
to the maioteuavece of cbhurches, the relief of
the poor, und otber charituble objects, An at-
templ was once made by the Government to
capture him through another baudit named
Husecin, who was then conlined in a Turkish
prieon,  Husgsemn was liberated and promised o
lurge reward if he would betray his former

muterial incrcase over those of the season
previous, |
